Justice Sir Reginald Croom Johnson is, 
seemingly, a patient man. His court at 
Maidstone, England, is run in solemn ac­ 
cord with the traditional trappings and 
principles of British justice. But there are 
some things a solemn and patient justice 
cannot take. One of them is the terrify ing 
whoosh of a jet plane traveling overhead 
while the court is hearing evidence in a 
murder trial. 
Sir Reginald said as much verb ally and in 
writing to the commanding officer of a 
Royal Air Force training field a mile or so 
away from the court. Nothing was done, so 
the justice laid it on the line: Quit flying 
low over the court or all planes would b e 
grounded and the field closed down. The 
RAF took that in stride until it was discov­ 
ered that, under local ordinances, the jus­ 
tice could do just that. 
Now court proceedings are b eing con­ 
ducted in quiet dignity. RAF planes meek­ 
ly give the locale a wide b erth. British fliers 
must b e reflecting, perhaps ruefully, that 
what the entire Luftwaffe couldn’t do dur­ 
ing the war, a county judge can.

Many of the names b orne b y the hardy 
men who whipped Jackson Township s 
swamps are still prominent among the 
present population. Some of the earliest 
settlers were John Souders, John Bowen, 
Thomas Burton.

Shipman Newkirk, William Kirkpatrick, 
Samuel and Isaac Newhouse, William Cald­ 
well, Philip Barger, Harmon Osb orne, Wil­ 
liam and Nathan Porter, David Gilson and 
George Winship. 
Built-up areas are something the people 
of this township never went in for. In all 
the township there are only three villages 
and you have to stretch a point to call one 
of these even that.

THE RUSSIAN MAGAZINE 
W ashington, Dec. IO <;P> —Twice a m onth the 
Soviet governm ent issues in English here a m aga­ 
zine called the “USSR Inform ation Bulletin.” 
Although the magazine is listed to sell for 
IO 
cents, the Russians have b een sending it free 
to American pub lic schools. The distrib ution to, 
the schools seems fairly wide. 
In the latest issue there is a letter to “Dear I 
Reader” in which the editors explain w hat a; 
fine magazine they think it is. They say a lot of 
Americans would like to have it if they knew of it. ( 
And in the letter they say “teachers would 
have enjoy ed a dozen pieces on education, on j 
the role of the instructor, night schools, 
voca­ 
tional training, and the growth of enrollm ent.’’ 
Bu’ there seems to b e a difference of opinion 
ab out this. Yesterday some school heads in this j 
country announced they had b anned the m aga- j 
zine from their schools. 
J 
For instance, the W ashington Pub lic School 
officials have refused to let it b e circulated among 
the students. 
The Russians don’t share the American 
gov­ 
ernm ent’s b elief in the im portance of free ex­ 
change of inform ation, as this will show: 
This government distrib utes in Russia every 
m orrh a magazine called "Amerika.” The U. S. 
governm ent pub lishes “Amerika.” It’s w ritten in 
Russian b y Russian-language experts employ ed 
b y the U. S. governm ent here. 
It contains stories ab out life in America, such 
as the World Series and the American capacity 
for hot dogs. But it contains no political articles. 
The Russian governm ent sees to that. 
The pieces 
for “Amerika” are written here. | 
Then, in unpub lished 
form, they are sent to' 
Moscow for approval or disapproval of the 
Rus­ 
sian government. Tile Russians can censor what i 
they don’t like. 
Then the approved articles are returned here, 
pub lished in the magazine, and “Amerika” is 
I 
sent to Moscow for distrib ution. 
Although the Russians censor “Amerika,” this 
governm ent doesn’t censor the Russian informa­ 
tion “Bulletin” distrib uted here. 
Does it contain Russian propaganda or politic­ 
al articles? You can judge for yourself from this 
partial list of articles in the Latest issue: 
“Soviet Constitution Gives People a Vivid Char­ 
ter of Freedom;” “Vyshinsky Proves U. S. Atom 
Control Plan Aids Monopoly, Not Peace;” “An­ 
other Tito Spy Ousted;” “Tito Sells Ref twee 
C hildren;” “Socialism Ended Mass Job lessness 
for Western Byelorussians.” 
And there are a numb er of pictures showing 
the b righter side of Russian life. 
Tile Russian magazine is put into English b y 
three American citizens here. They are regis­ 
tered as Soviet agents b ecause, under American 
law, people doing that kind of work must b e so 
registered. 


BRITISH SOCIALISM WINS 
ANOTHER ELECTION 
British Socialism, having just 
won another parliam entary b y ­ 
election to the discomfort of the 
hopeful Conservatives, is just 
ab out set for the forthcoming 
general 
election 
which 
may 
eventuate b y Feb ruary . 
Theis general election will de­ 
term ine w hethers voters w ant 
to continue the experim ent in 
Socialism or to revert to Con­ 
servatism under the leadership 
of W inston Churchill. Thus it 
b ids fair to b e one of the most 
momentous in British history . 
If the Socialists are returned 
to power it likely will mean, as I 
see it, tha t they will govern the 
country not only for the norm al 
five y ear term b ut will rem ain 
in the saddle indefinitely . Why? 
Well, b ecause in that five y ears 
they will have completed their 
program of Nationalization and 
other Socialization. 
It wouldn’t b e easy to revert 
to the capitalist system of P i ­ 
rate’enterprise once the country 
had b een Socialized. 
The current b y -election, which 
was held at South Bradford, was 
not in itself a m atter of vast 
import. However, it was b eing 
watched intently b y b oth leftists 
and rightists as the straw which 
would indicate which way the 
political 
wind 
was 
b lowing 
across the country . 
The Socialists, having won 
their 35th straight b y-election 
in South Bradford, figure the 
wind is set fair for their ship 
of state. 
The Conservatives had taken 
considerab le hope from the re­ 
cent general election in New 
Zealand where a Lab or (Social­ 
ist) government was kicked out. 
However, I fail to see that the 
two situations are analogous. 
Britain is a heavily overpopu­ 
lated industrial nation without 
many natural resources, while 
the dominion is largely a farm­ 
ing country, and a rich one at 
that. It’s easier to see Red when 
you are getting jostled ab out in 
crowded conditions. 
British Socialism is giving the 
voters 
a 
glowing 
picture 
of 
achievements claimed. For ex­ 
ample: The numb er of unem­ 
ployed in Septemb er, 1939, was 
1,407,859 and in Septemb er, 1949, 
was 267,866; unemploy ment b en­ 
efits, retirement pensions and 
health services have b een in­ 
augurated; the average weekly 
wage 
rate 
has increased b y 
ab out 80 per cent since 1939 and 


• the cost of living has increased 
ab out the same, b ut counting 
! overtime pay the increase in 
earnings has b een 103 per cent. 
T here’s a lot more to the 
story. However, Socialist official- 
; dom doesn’t claim ail the credit 
for these things. During virtu­ 
ally the whole war period the 
government 
was 
a 
coalition, 
with the Conservatives in the 
majority . Furthermore the Con­ 
servatives also aimed at the, 
pub lic b enefits which have b een 
carried out b y the Socialists. 
Of course there are two sides 
to every argum ent, and opposi­ 
tion to the Socialist 
program 
was presented y esterday b y Cecil 
Palmer. British b ook pub lisher, 
in a speech b efore the National 
Association of M anufacturers in 
New York City . He declared the 
British governm ent’s national­ 
ization of industry is the short 
cut to ruin tha t may lead his 
country into Communism. 
Mr. Palm er told his audience 
of 3,000 tha t social security is 
Socialism’s greatest rocket,” add­ 
ing tha t “it seduces the people 
into allowing the state to do for 
them 
the 
very 
things 
they 
should do for themselves. He 
called the National H ealth serv­ 
ice in B ritain an “integral part 
of the Socialist fram e-up,” 
The Briton spoke in glowing 
terms of the financial aid given 
b y America and Canada, assert­ 
ing that without it “Britain sure­ 
ly would meet with unthinkab le 
disaster.” He pointed out that 
this aid is “b orrowed from hated 
capitalistic systems which the 
b orrowers are so energetically 
try ing to destroy .”
